Sewage Pollution 
Growing Worse 

(Continued From Page One) 
analysis showed that the bacterial 
content of practically all of the 
.waters in the area had increased. 
The Crohurst report Indicates 
most emphatically that the dis- 
charging of 30,000,000 gallons of 
raw sewage into Hampton Roads 
waters each day can not help but 
react unfavorably on the lives and 
interests of the 300,000 residents 
of the area. 

Although at the present time, 
existing conditions are not parti- 
cularly dangerous to public 
health, certain developments In- 
dicate a potential menace that 
cannot, according to health auth- 
orities, be disregarded. Chief de- 
velopment is the action taken by 
the Warwick County and Norfolk 
County Medical Societies, urging 
support of the Hampton Roads 
Sewage Disposal Commission's 
plans for ridding the tidal waters 
of pollution. Health authorities 
point out that the sludge beds that 
sre building up at sewer outfalls 
are a breeding ground for fly 
bourne diseases and are very un- 
pleasant in warm weather. 
' The U. S. Public Health Servire 
warns that increasing sewage pol- 
lution will become a menace to 
Tidewater's $15,000,000 tourist in- 
dustry, because, in the not distant 
future, it may be necessary to pro- 
hibit bathing at the beaches ad- 
jacent to the entrance to Hampton 
Roads— if sewage pollution Is not 
cleaned up. 

Seafood Injured 
Chief economic loss already 
traceable to sewage pollution has 
occurred in the seafood industry, 
second largest in Virginia. Dur- 
ing the past 12 year, some 70,000 
acres of oyster bottom have been 
condemned for the direct market- 
ing of oysters. The Crohuvst Rp • 
port points out that this has 
meant that many tongers, who 
previously had depended upon oy- 
sters for the chief cash income, 
have been thrown out of work. 

With the increasing condemna- 
tion of oyster bottoms, large 
planters have been unable to find 
suitable planting grounds, and as 
a result oyster production in the 
Hampton Roads area has declined 
materially. In 1934, when the U. 
S. Public Health Service study was 
made, losses were estimated at 
$570,000 annually. Since that 
time, with the further restriction 
of oyster bottoms, losses are esti- 
mated to have increased to some 
$1,500,000 a year. 

George H. Lewis, general chair- 
man qf the Advisory Board to the 
Hampton Roads Sewage Disposal 
Commission, in summarizing the 
effects of sewage pollution upon 
the Hampton Roads area, states: 
'In the light of such unques- 
tionable authorities as the United 
States Public Health Service, we 
must conclude beyond a shadow 
of doubt that sewage pollution 
now ex^s, and Is growing stead- 
ily worse, in Hampton Roads 
waters It Us equally apparent 
that this pollution condition con- 
stitutes a serious and very real 
menace to public health and to 
our recreational facilities — and 
-that it has already set the sea- 
food Industry on the road toward 
and Inevitable destruc- 
It seems to me that we in 
Virginia would be ex- 



lf we continue to disregard the sit- 
uation." 
Referendum on Bond Ilssae to 
Follow 

Establishing the Sanitation Dis- 
trict in no way financially ob- 
ligates the Commission or any 
person, municipality or comny in 
the District. By taking this first 
step toward the eventual solution 
of the pollution problem, residents 
of the Hampton Roads area will 
merely have set up an authority 
legally capable of accepting Fed- 
eral, State, or any other aid; of 
issuing bonds when and if a bond 
issue Is authorized by voters at a 
later election; and of carrying on 
the business of the Sanitation 
District. 

When the District is created, 
there is also automatically creat- 
ed an administrative Commission.* 
The Commission will be appointed 
by the Governor following the 
establishment of the District. 
Members are removable by the 
Governor at any time, with or 
without cause.On its appointment 
the Commission will immediately 
endeavour to secure Federal aid. 
When the amount of Federal aid 
has been determined, the Com- 
mission will ask the Court to call 
an election to determine whether 
or not the qualified voters in the 
Sanitation District wish to issue 
bonds to help finance the con- 
struction of the system. The 
amount of the bond issue will de- 
pend upon how much Federal aid 
is secured. 

In addition to Federal aid, the 
state has already appropriated 
$50,000 a year for the biennium. 
$15,000 of the appropriation will 
be available upon the creation of 
the Sanitation District; the bal- 
ance for the biennium being auth- 
orized and available only when 
the bond issue is approved by 
voters in the District.

Q. I am. the owner of a filling 
station and employ three men 
most of the time. Not long ago, 
one of my young employees was 
killed in an automobile accident. 
My books show that during 1937 
and 1938 I paid this young man 
$1,600. I sent in the tax money 
that we both had to pay to the 
Government on his wage earnings, 
taking out of his wages the one 
percent that employees have to 
pay. Now, is there any way that 
his wife can get back the money 
that he paid into the old-age in- 
surance fund? 

A. The Social Securtiy Act 
provides for death payment of old- 
age insurance to a near relative 
(or estate) of an insured worker 
who dies before receiving benefits 
which have accrued to his old-age 
insurance account. If this young 
man was paid $1,600 in wages dur- 
ing the time that his job was cov- 
ered by old-age insurance pro- 
visions, his death benefit will be 
3 12 percent of $1,600, which is

There are slightly more turkeys 
la the country this year than last, 
and they probably will be market- 
ed at somewhat heavier weight*. 
But this year as in other years, 
Mr. Oshn points out. buyers will 
Want turkeys of Just the weights 
and grades demanded by their 
customers, some wffl want the 
small turkeys, some the medlum- 
the heaviest. Some 
others, young toms. 
And some buyers will want only 
the highest quality they can get. 
So the days when producers 
could advantageously sen dressed 
turkeys in "straight run" or mixed 
lots apparently have passed. For 
buyers are more and more requir- 
ing graded turkeys. And produc- 
ers of high quality birds do not 
want to be penalized by the lower 
price paid to the producer of poor 
quality stock— which often hap- 
pens whan turkeys are bought on, 
a straight or ungraded basis. 

Whether the producer grades his 
own turkeys or has them graded 
by a licensed grader, says Mr. Oz- 
Bn, he needs to know the grades 
and how they are applied. How to 
grade according to Government 
standards can be learned by any- 

ne who will make a careful study 
the factors that determine 
grade. 

To supply information on grades 
for dressed turkeys and on grad- 
ing, the Department of Agricul- 
ture has issued Farmers Bulletin 
No. 1815. The title is "Grading 
Dressed Turkeys/' A copy may be 
obtained free from ' the' TJeparf- 
ment of Agriculture In Washing- 
ton, D C.

Skeptical, hardheaded business- 
men today are beginning to real- 
He that bird p ro t e c ti o n pays— not 
only in terms of education and re- 
but also in the coin of 
the realm, declares William Vogt 
In file current Botarian Magazine 
hunters once went with 
guns, tourists now go with cameras 
field glasses to sanctuaries 
where the egret, wood ibis, rose- 
ate spoonbill, and other birds are 
being saved from extinction. 



The sanctuary movement, be- 
gun in 1900 and take up in 1903 
by the National Association Of 

JUdlil Societies, has faced 

bitter opposition, acco rd ing to the 
writer, who is editor of "Bird- 
Lore." Just as Theodore Roosevelt 
was condemned for his efforts to 
reduce the kill of birds, so also 
have organised conservationists 
been denounced as persons who 
would destroy a great industry 
and throw thousands of men out 
of work. Wardens of sanctuaries 
have been attacked, even murder- 
ed? et bird lovers have persisted 
in their work, which shows results 
today. 

"But the Increase in the number 
of birds is not the sole result," 
Vogt points out. "An almost univ- 
ersal charity for wild life is an- 
other. Hundreds of thousands of 
people every winter regularly 
feed birds. Even hawks and owls, 
once killed indiscriminately, are 
now protected in most states both 
by law and by sentiment. 

"This has resutled in a better 
America," he urges. "Songbirds 
that were formerly killed now rear 
their families to help man con- 
trol the Insects. In the Theodore 
Roosevelt Sanctuary it has never 
been necessary to use an ounce of 
insecticide," 

The struggle is not yet over, he 
says, for the public must realize 
that a bird in the bush is worth 
two in the hand. Destruction of 
swamps, forests, and prairies still 
is obliterating -habitats without 
which wild life cannot survive 
and, hence, cannot help to restore 
a natural balance favorable to 
man.

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THE chief cause of all Winter 
driving troubles — one least like- 
ly to be suspected by the average 
car owner— has at last been identi- 
fied. Heat, not cold, is the real 
Winter villain under the hood, 
automotive experts find. 

Excess heat is so much the In- 
jurious Winter factor that practical- 
ly all cases of freese-up are trace- 
able to It. The answer Is that engine 
temperatures get so high that, they 
cause unseen boiling in the engine. 
This unseen boiling occurs around 
"hot spots" which are to be found 
in every motor. The boiling gener- 
ates steam, and this steam, seeking 
to escape, pushes the anti-freeie 
solution out of the overflow pipe.

This also means that 160 degrees 
will be approximately the lowest 
temperature at which the motoi 
can run after It Is warmed up. 

Despite all safeguards, this mini- 
mum temperature gets out of con- 
trol at one point or the motor's 
operation. This Is when the driver 
slows up or stops. Due to the heat 
built up In the engine, and the 
retarding or stopping of the fan 
and water pump, the temperature 
will rise 20 degrees, or higher, tc 
180 degrees or more. With an anti- 
freeze such as a 50 per cent solu- 
tion of alcohol, which has a boiling 
point of 180 degrt . boiling Im- 
mediately starts at the hottest 
points In the engine. This at once 
generates steam, which forces the 
antifreeze from the engine into the 
radiator and out on to the ground. 

The one perfect safeguard for the 
Winter driver, the engineers agree, 
and the only one necessary. Is 
the use or high boiling point per- 
manent antifreeze. With a 50 per 
cent solution or this type or anti- 
freeze, the boiling point cannot be 
reached short of 226 degrees. The 
car owner is thus fully protected 
because he has a super-safety mar 
tin of more than 45 degrees over 
that provided by alcohol solutions 
of the same concentration.

First Needlework 
Guild Meeting A 
Thorough Success 

Than Five Hundred 



With the purpose of increasing 
revenues the Town Council met 
in the second of the first-Monday 
of-the-month meetings, and pass- 
ed several punitive ordinances 
paralleling existing State statutes. 
Their action came as a consequ- 
ence of having requested the 
Town Attorney W. R. Ashburn, to 
draw such laws at the October 
meeting, and the members lost 
little time in adopting the meas- 
ures when they were presented. 

Prior to last Monday's meeting 
all fines collected for offenses 
against the drunken driving laws, 
the gambling laws and breaches of 
the peace, such as fighting in 
public, went to the State of Vir- 
ginia. This was because the 
trials were held under the laws of 
the State. Now, with the new or- 
dinances in effect such fines will 
go into the Town Treasury. 

Pines for the offenses range 
from minimum fines of $100, to 
maximum fines of $1,000, and 
carry Jail sentences of one month 
up to one year. Specifically, the 
ordinances prohibit the driving of 
cars while under the Influence of 
Intoxicants with a heavy fine and 
Imprisonment as a penalty. This 
measure likewise carries the for' 
feiture of the drivers license. The 
gambling ordinances prohibit the 
possession of gambling equipment:, 
and make the possessor equally 
guilty with the owner. The? like- 
wise prohibit gambling and set 
heavy fines and imprisonment as 
punishment for offenses against 
the newly enacted ordinances. 
Breaches of the peace, such as 
fighting in public places and the 
use of abusive language were 
made punishable by both fine and 
confinement in jail, of not more 
than one year. * 

In addition to the newly adopt- 
ed punitive measures, the Coun- 
cil agreed to place five police and 
fire telephone boxes at street In- 
tersections. The cost of this im- 
provement will amount to $29.50 
per month, and give the town the 
benefit of emergency calls from 
these points. 

A letter was read by the Coun- 
cil from the Zoning Board of Ap- 
j peals asking cooperation with 
them In the issuance of licenses to 
boarding houses located in res- 
idence.

JOHN BUNCE TALIAFERRO

ANOTHER ARMISTICE DAT 



- JTwenty years ago today tho. 
order Went out to cease firing, and 
the truce which was to become 
known as Armistice Day was put 
into effect, while terms of peace 
-were being discussed and agreed 
to among the representatives of 
the warring factions. 
I Webster's dictionary defines an 
armistice as: "A brief cessation of 
arms; a temporary suspension of 
hostilities, by agreement; a 
truce." However, November 11, 
1918, marked the end of the war, 
even If it was a matter of months 
before the statesmen who met at 
'Versailles were to arrange the 
frontiers of the nations so as to 
put an end to future wars. 

Tes, twenty years ago all of us 
believed that such was the case, 
and the general acclaim of the 
armistice was based as much on 
the belief that there would be no 
more wars, as it was on the sat- 
isfaction derived from the know]- 
the fight — was over. There 
a confidence that the four 
of sacrifice had earned a 
victory which assured peace for 
future generations. Those who 
laid down their lives in the 
that they were paying the 
price as a purchase of peace in 
the years to come. The soldiers 
had been told that they were 
"A war to end all wars" 
that their victory would 
"the world safe for demo- 
Thoae who thought on 
i believed It. 
Just how miserably the states/ 
Ma failed to accomplish these 
ads, tf mdeed they ever hoped to 
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there to war on both sides of the 
world, and only recently dsd the 

democracies of Europe have to 
cringe before the might of Hitter 
in order to ovoid another war that 
would* have involved the whole 
world in its carnage. Instead of 
the peace which was assured us 
we have more wars— Instead of 
safety for democr a cy, which was 
assured us, we see the largest and 
moat powerful of the Democracies 
bowing to the will of that same 
Germany, the defeated --nation 
who asked for the armistice twen- 
ty years ago, and promised to con- 
fine her armed forces to a limited 
few. 

It would seem that either in the 
making of peace terms, or in 
granting the armistice, there was 
a mistake. Many people felt that 
there was a mistake made in the 
imposition of terms of a humiliat- 
ing nature. Many soldiers (and 
some who were not soldiers) felt 
that the mistake was made in not 
going into Germany, while there 
was the opportunity, and forcing 
upon them the .hardship which 
they had imposed upon Prance for 
four years. Wherever the cause 
lies, we are not prepared to say. 
but we do feel that there should 
have been some way to compel 
the former enemy to comply with 
their pledge not to arm again. It 
would not have been allowed ii. 
the early days following the 
Treaty of Versailles. Why was It 
allowed five years ago when Hit- 
ler set out to rearm? This was a 
big mistake, and here lies the 
cause of the threat of war today. 

Here in America we are impress- 
ed with the fact, as never before 
that we are in the thing up to our 
necks in spite of the fact that we 
have turned the other cheek, and 
done every thing within our 
power to avoid It. We are pre- 
paring for the defense of the 
country today, and it Is not 
against an unknown enemy, but 
against the same one who made 
it necessary for millions of our 
young men to go to war twenty- 
one years ago. Everyone hopes 
that war may be avoided by a 
thorough preparation and read- 
iness to repel invasion, a show of 
weakness may Invite attack as of 
.such time as it suits our former 
enemies. They will never strike 
if we are prepared. The peace of 
the future Is dependent upon 
strength to maintain it. 

So we can best plan an observ- 
ance of this twentieth Armistice 
Day with a dedication of the na- 
tion's strength to the avowed pur- 
pose not to be taken off guard. 
Not to be caught where we would 
be compelled to agree to some 
humiliation enforced upon us by 
our former enemies. To be sure we 
owe that much to ourselves and 
to the soldiers who still sleep— 
"Somewhere In France."

When the voters of the area around Hampton Roads defeated the 
_ jtton of sewage disposal at the polls Tuesday they put an end to 
the political question for the time being but left the problem of pol- 
lution Just where it has been and where it must remain until some- 
thing is done to rectify the condition. 

Ho amount of talk about the means which were adopted and 
which seemed to have been the source of so much opposition will suf- 
fice to dear the waters of the district. These waters which first and 
last are the excuse for the very existence of most of the co mmuni t ies 
have become contaminated and offer a very pressing problem to the 
communities on their shores. There is no denying the scientific fact 
of pollution which has been testified to by every authority who has 
spoken on the subject, from the heads of the State and Government 
Departments of Health on down. There Is no denying the economic 
benefits to be derived from the clearing of the waters, the effect on 
the fish and oyster business, on the bathing beaches and on the prop- 
erty located on the shores of the waterways. / 

That being the situation as we learn of the results of Tuesday's 
referendum it becomes the obligation of those who defeated the mea- 
sure because of objections to the provisions of the enabling act under 
which the commission wgs to be set up, to join with those who thought 
that there was virtue to be found in the adoption of the measure as 
it stood. The problem remains with us while they contemplate its 
cure. No time should be lost in getting started on the job of clearing 
up the waters.

ELECTIONS AND NET RESULTS 

What seems to have been interpreted as a major setback for the 
New Deal was disclosed in the outcome of Tuesday's election. Still as 
matters stand, the Democrats will have a substantial majority, and 
in all cases where there is no discord within the ranks of the party 
there should be little trouble in carrying out party policy. The loss 
of some of the key states appears as the greatest loss to Roosevelt 
prestige. It was to this quarter that much of his support has develop- 
ed in matters involving inter-party difference. 

The President's stalwart Governor George H. Earle was defeated 
In Pennsylvania in his effort to capture the Senate seat from that 
state. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, son of the late President won a seat 
from Robert J. Bulkley, an old Roosevelt backer. Senator Mc Gill of 
Kansas was also defeated, as was Senator Lonergan of Massachusetts 
In addition, the Democrats lost out in Senate contests in New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, Oregon, South Dakota and Wisconsin. This Is some- 
thing of a loss but considering the tremendous majorities formerly 
enjoyed it hardly endangers party control. 

So with the loss of a dozen Governors of states, as many Senate 
seats, and sixty or more Congressmen, the Democratic party still rides 
in the saddle. The net result should be enough of a majority to pass 
measures on which there is party solidarity but controversial questions 
may see enough deflection from party voting to defeat some pet mea- 
sures. In that, the country could easily be the winner. It appears 
from this distance that the result of Tuesday's election speaks a 
healthier condition in Washington, in that there will be greater care 
in proposing legislation for fear of defeat at the hands of a coalition 
of conservatives of both parties.

TOLL-FREE BRIDGE AGAIN 

Except as an academic question we are n o t part fcularly interested 
in a letter appearing in the morning papers from City Manager Har- 
per of Portsmouth, Virginia, addressed to City Manager Borland, of 
Norfolk. Our interest is no less vital in the subject matter oi the 
letter, however. The action of Mr Harper In calling Mr. Borland to 
task for having acted In the best Interest of Norfolk, in particular, and 
all communities east of the Elizabeth River in general, seems to us too 
high handed to permit of argument. 

The question of whether Mr. Borland should have consulted with 
Mr. Harper before publishing his decision is quite another matter and 
we leave that to them. Regarding the greater question of the right 
of the citizens of Norfolk, and all points East, to have the road inter- 
section properly marked so that they, and travelers to and from these 
points, may be informed of the toll free entrance to the new road and 
bridge doesn't permit of question.

THE BURIED BACON PAPERS 

A mysterious vault supposedly buried in the churchyard at Bru- 
ton Parish Church, hi old Williamsburg, failed to come to life follow- 
ing a search conducted at a location within the recently discovered 
foundation and said to be the site of the original church.

TOURING RACKET WATCHED BY FEDERAL LAW ENFORCERS 



Alter They Have 
and Otherwise

nave you ever noticed an adver- 
tisement offering to "share expenses" 
on an auto trip to California and been 
tempted r 

Many such advertisements are a part 
of a travel bureau racket that has 
been plundering our less prosperous 
citizens for the past few years and 
which law enforcement bodies from 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation on 
down intend to wipe out. 

Wildcat is the word for these fly-by- 
night racketeers who have robbed, 
cr i pp l ed and trilled hundreds of per- 
sons in their unlicensed and uninsured 
cars. Less tragic, but decidedly irri- 
tating, is their frequent abandonment 
of passengers at stops after the fare 
has been paid 

The dispatcher of wildcat auto trans- 
portation offers the public "safe," 
"cheap" and "comfortable" transporta- 
tion in "new sedans" on a "share-the- 
erpense" basis that has been widely 
advertised and operates from bureaus 
aft over the United States. In front 
of each bureau are signs listing im- 
portant cities and prices. Rates are 
about 1 cent a mile— cheaper than bus 
or tram fares. 

The racket has been bilking the 
public of millions of dollars annually, 
it was said by Arthur G. Higgs, attor- 
ney in the Section of Law and En- 
forcement of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in a recent interview. 
Mr. Higgs acted as witness at prosecu- 
tions at Denver, Colo., fast May in 
which 32 wildcat operators were in- 
dicted for violating the Motor Carriers 
Act and 29 convicted. Up until that 
time wildcat operators had felt safe 
from the law. 

Bat not long after the Denver con- 
victions the travel trade resumed work 



on an even larger scale. As fast as the 
Government closed one bureau its op- 
erator opened for business at another 
address. So far Mr. Higgs and his 
agents have closed three bureaus in 
Chicago, one in Oklahoma and 17 in 
Denver. Gradually they are working 
their way eastward according to Mr. 
Higgs, leaving law enforcement agents 
in every important city. There seems 
little chance that these "panders," as 
Mr. Higgs terms them, can indefinitely 
defy Uncle Sam. They are, he declares, 
doomed 

The careers of these men started 
with the wholesale improvements of 
roads all over the United States in 
the last few years. Excellent high- 
ways made speed and. therefore, profits 
possible. 

Most of the wildcat drivers, he says, 
are former convicts and often transfer 
wanted criminals across state lines in 
the same cars with innocent passengers, 
endangering their safety with the pos- 
sibilities of poWee pursuit. 

The "travel bureaus" are found 
mostly in second-rate hotels, small 
rooms and apartments furnished spar- 
ingly with road maps, chairs, a tele- 
phone and agency address cards — a 
simple set-up that enables the bureau 
chief to depart at a moment's notice, if 
go ve rnment or local authorities get 
on his trail, leaving nothing of value 
behind. 

Usually the bureau is near a bus 
station, where the wildcat "broker" 
spots travelers with run-down heels 
and luggage. The pander approaches 
the likely looking prospect and asks 
him his destination. 

If he is bound, say, from Kansas 
City to San Francisco, the wildcat 
will offer to take Mm there in a new 
car, cheaper and faster than by bus. 




The prospect, probably going on a 
short vacation, with very little money, 
often likes the proposition. 

Upon acceptance the passenger is 
taken to the bureau headquarters, 
where he deposits $2 for the broker, 
the remainder of his fare going to 
the driver. He then waits until 'the 
wildcat has solicited a full load — this 
may be two or three hours or some- 
times a whole day. 

When the car is ready for departure, 
with luggage strapped to the roof and 
sides, the driver warns the passengers 
to say, if the car is stopped by an 
officer, that they are all friends on a 



trip together.* Then the driver starts 
forth on what is frequently a perilous 
journey, traveling 75 and 80 miles an 
hour through mountain passes and 
around curves with his human cargo. 

The activities of the wildcat bus 
drivers are centered largely where 
tourist trade is most extensive, such as 
in California and Texas, according to 
Mr. Higgs. There they are well estab- 
lished. Many have nerve enough to 
paint signs over their doors stating 
that the city has licensed them to haul 
passengers.

via the uninsured wildcat route, lost 
her eyesight when the car in which she 
was a passenger collided with , the 
rear of a truck in Missouri. Numerous 
accidents too long to list, resulting in 
death or permanent injuries, have been 
caused by wildcat accidents, Mr. Higgs 
declares. Indignities to women are said 
to be common. 

But, of course, there are honest folk 
who want to share expenses on auto 
trips. These are known to the wildcat 
operators as "angels," and sometimes 
they get passengers from these bureaus. 
Mr. Higgs says that several travel 
brokers have confessed to him they 
could not operate without the wildcat 
drivers because the "angels" conduct 
financial matters m too legitimate a 
fashion. 

Therefore, the "anger* b forced to 
wait at bureaus until the broker has 
loaded all of his wildcat cars with 
passengers. The "angel" may wait as 
long as two or three days for a load 
and then get only some hitch-hiker 
jw^wjWHfh^nwiwy-toget to h» 
destination, and that's alt 

In many cases the broker will make 
an arrangement wi h the "angel" to 
take a passenger who will pay him at 
evry stop. When the "angel" tries to 
collect his fare at the first stop he 
finds that the broker has double-crossed 
Kim. The passenger's full fare has been 
collected at the start of the trip. 

The wildcat "transfer" system has 
its weak points, too. 

If a broker in St. Louis has a load 
of about three people heading for 
Washington, D. C ., and a last-minute 
passenger comes in with fare to At- 
lanta, Ga., the money is not refused. 
The broker puts him in his Washing- 
ton car, giving him a bureau card on 
which is written a request for the agent

in Washington to transfer die i 
ger to a car bound Sooth The St 
Louis broker will assure the passenger 
that he will not have any waking te> 
do at the Nation's Capital. 

When the passenger gets to Wasuv 
ington the broker here asks for Mi 
usual $2 deposit, although the i 
ger has supposedly paid his full 
to Atlan'a. The wartfaetoi 
promises to return the $2 deposit, but 
it always turns out that the 
is used up in finding a car. It 
take two days before a car 
through Washington bound for Gear* 
gia and, in the meantime, the passenger 
attempting to travel cheaply most sleep 
and eat. 

There are cases on record when 
riders in wildcat cars have been obliged 
to pay for motor or tire repairs on a 
trip because the driver was w i t ho ut 
funds. 

The wildcat always stops at a town 
before his announced destination, wires 
aheak and asks the broker to ir range 
aoothV trip; for him, Sometieaes he 
picks up a new load and proceeds on, 
driving with very little sleep, a prac- 
tice responsible for many accidents. 

Watching activities at a travel bu- 
reau for one day reveals the tremen- 
dous profit the broker enjoys, Mr. 
Higgs declares. In the course of 34 
hours he sends out at least 30 care 
with four and five passengers in each 
— sometimes more. Since each pass ea- 
ger pays the broker about $2 fo r the 
service the broker averages about $250 
a day, out of which he pays only for 
telephone, electricity and rent 

The broker, until this racket was 
exposed, advertised his cheap-rate, 
share-the-expense plan in n e wspap ers. 
But today most newspapers will not 
accept such advertisements.

reason for our delay Is to be found 
in the artistic and financial prob- 
lems which, according to Mr. 
Sarnoff, "still confr%nt those who 
would establish an acceptable and 
regular public service of television 
programs to the home." 

In the present state of televi- 
sion's development hundreds of 
stations would be .required for the 
nation-wide presentation of a 
program; for a transmitter has a 
radius of only fifty or sixty miles, 
even when located on a structure 
as high as the Empire State or 
Chrysler Building. Some 90,000 
miles of special cable would be re- 
quired to connect these stations at 
a cost which is at present about 
$8,000 a mile. Here we have one 
reason why it has been decided to 
experiment with commercial tel- 
evision only in the metropolitan 
area.

Q. I have lost my Job, which 
wee covered by the old-age Insur- 
ance provisions of the Social Sec- 
uilty Act. I am unable to Obtain 
other employment. Would It be 
possible for me to collect social 
security benefits? 

A. Unless you have reached the 
age of 88, you are not engine for 
a lump-sum payment under the 
old-age insurance provisions of the 
Social Security Act. It may be 
that you are eligible for unem- 
ployment compensation benefits 
under tour State law. You could 
find out from your local Unem- 
ployment Compensation or Em- 
ployment Service office. 

Q. I am a school teacher, but I 
shall work In a store during the 
Christmas holidays. Will I then 
tome under the old-age insurance 
provisions of the Social Security 
Act? 

A. You will, and you should get 
a social security account number. 
Keep your account card but show 
your account number to your em- 
ployer. He will need the number 
to make his reports to the Bureau 
Of Internal Revenue, which is 
charged with collecting the taxes 
under the Social Security Act. 

Q. I worked in a shirt factory 
for some time before I reached 
the age of 88; but I failed to get 
a social security account number. 
Would it be possible for me to 
collect old-age insurance benefits? 

A. It Is entirely possible. But 
the claim could be filed and certi- 



fied for payment, with less delay. 
If you had a social security ac- 
count number. No payment of old- 
age insurance can be approved 
until a claim is filed, and proof 
of the claimants right to benefits 
Is submitted. As a rule the amount 
of any benefit payment of old- 
age insurance is based on the 
wage-record kept under the claim- 
ant's social security account num- 
ber. You should go to your near- 
est Social Security Board field 
office and talk with someone 
there. However, If it is found that 
you are actually entitled to old- 
age Insurance, you will be assign- 
ed a social security account num- 
ber and then you can file your 
claim. 

Q. I have lost my social security 
account card. WhsA should I do 
about it? 

A.' You should go or write Imme- 
diately to the nearest Social Sec- 
urity Board office for another 
card, submit all information which 
you gave when you applied for 
your number and If you know your 
social security account number, 
give that. You have 1 social sec- 
urity account number for life. To 
avoid any mix-up which might 
give you trouble in the future, 
you should always check immedi- 
ately with the field office of the 
Social Security Board if you lose 
your card.

In examining this thin sheaf of 
poems, "The Five-fold Mesh", 



Is partly, *t ieast, erased by the 
knowledge that "Jackal country" 
symbolizes a horrid waste-land, 
and that 'gum" and "umber" are 
supposed to conjure up Images 
more or leu pleasant, in order to 
get the contrasting background for 
the mixed emotions which are to 
follow. And when one learns that 
"That bird broke blank to the eye 
beam." 

Is the poet's way of saying that 
the bird sprang abruptly into the 
line of sight, one is on the way to 
an appreciation of what the poet 
Intended. And soon, with careful 
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. I er portion of his book, and repub- 

~ lishes, with minor revisions, "The 

Tall Men", which first brought 
him fame as a poet. The rough 
breeziness of his style, and his 
method of handling his subject 
matter is that of Masters' "Spoon 
River Anthology". The value of 
Davidson's work, like that of 
Masters, lies in its ability to re- 
create vividly historical person- 
ages and situations which would 
otherwise remain dull history. 
And those who look back to the 
pre-war days as to the memory of 
one beloved will find here a re- 
flection ok that imperishable 
idealism which was never sub- 
merged in the agrarian South. 
Ghosts arise in the title poem as 
Lee broods on the subjugarion of 
his people. Southerners will re- 
affirm the deathless quality of 
i their wound as they read "Lee in 
the Mountains." 

Though less artistic in the pure 
sense, the poems of Davidson yet 
strike a warmer and more natural 
rote than Belitt's. The two books 
are conceived and executed on dif- 
ferent poetic levels, and a com- 
parison ia probably unjust to both.

Surrey Shows 
Facilities For 
Play Lacking 

(Continued from Page One: 
favorite sport, certainly not at a 
nominal charge. This, according 
to a recent survey, is the only out- 
standing summer resort on the 
east coast where such facilities are 
hot to be found in abundance. 

Development of such a com- 
munity project has been sketched 
as follows: 

A block of land, lying preferably 
between Pacific and Baltic or 
Mediteranean Avenues and be- 
tween Laskin Road and Seven- 
teenth Street, could be utilized for 
the public park. Tennis courts, of 
clay, asphalt or concrete construc- 
tion—preferably of two types — 
should flank one side of the prop- 
erty. At the farther end, away 
from other adult activity, should 
be located the children's play- 
ground, complete with such long- 
lasting equipment as is usually 
found on such municipal projects 
— swings, slides, exercise bars, etc. 

Band Concerts Possible 

One portion of the park might 
be devoted to shuffleboard courts 
and horse-shoe pitching grounds, 
affording a stimulating form of 
exercise and recreation for the 
older vacationists. An area foi 
table tennis is another suggestion, 
with a possible miniature band 
shell where concerts might be 
given by .musical units of visiting 
military organizations. There 
should be, of course, an attempt 
made to beautify the entire pro- 
ject, with special attention given 
to that section where benches 
would be provided for those who 
want to rest and relax. 

Since most ot the expense of 
providing such a layout, Mr. Aver- 
age Vacationist continues, would 
be a matter of labor, a WPA pro- 
ject could be sought, insuring little 
expense to the Town other than 
! the cost of the necessary ground. 
{Equipment for table tennis, 
shuffleboard courts, the play- 
ground and the necessary benches 
could be constructed by this labor, 
thereby reducing materially the 
cost of the original projects. 
Self- Sustaining Project * 

A refreshment stand in the 
middle of the park, where playing 
equipment might be purchased or 
rented by those taking advantage 
of the facilities, could be leased 
to an operator by the Town on a 
percentage basis, and a small 
charge should be made for the 
use of the courts and tables. How- 
ever, it has been pointed out, 
such charges should be kept to the 
minimum in order to insure full- 
est use of the facilities of the park. 
A playground instructor to super- 
vise the children and a few work- 
men to keep the park in order and 
repair would constitute the entire 
personel of the park. 

Such a project, low in initial 
cost and promising to become self- 
sustaining in short order, would 
end the current cry that there Is 
not sufficient amusement and re- 
creation facilities to be found at 
Virginia Beach. Completion of 
this or some similar plan would be 
a favorable and important talking 
point for those charged with 
Beach publicity. Too, since it 
would not compete with present 
private enterprise, it would be an- 
other factor in making this truly 
the midsouth's outstanding play- 
ground, affording recreational 
facilities during almost every 
month oT the year. 

This is a distinct need of the 
local community, its development 
could be hailed as the evidence of 
a spirit of progressiveness among 
the residents of Virginia Beach.

AMBASSADOR COMES HOME 

When the United States called its Ambassador Hugh R. Wilson 
home from Germany, it showed, the world what it thought of the action 
of the Hitler Government in no uncertain terms. This unprecedented 
procedure was made necessary by the inhumane treatment of the 
Jewish people in that country, and the wish of the President to get a 
first hand report of what transpired to Germany during the program 
which followed the wounding of a secretary of the German Embassy 
in Paris. 

Speculation has already started as to whether the Ambassador 
would return to that country, or whether this country would add 
emphasis to the recalling of its official representative in Oermany. 
and keep him home. It is pointed out that if the Ambassador is not 
returned it does not mean that diplomatic relations are broken off, 
because the business of his office can be carried on by the Charge 
or Affairs, but to thai event. Hitler would likely recall the German 
Ambassador to Washington, and diplomatic relations would be con- 
ducted on a strained basis. 

Of course an opinion as to theJoutcome of this matter is little 
more than a guess at best, but weHfcnture to say that the American 
Ambassador to Germany will never return to that Country until thero 
is an announced change of policy. In diplomatic circles that would 
show the world where we stand on the matter of the persecution? and 
any other matters where our interest conflicts with that of Germany.

EUROPE'S PRICE OF PEACE 

* Peace in itself Is a wonderful thing, and no one will find fault 
with the tendency of both Franec and England to leave no stone un- 
turned to keep the peace in Europe, but at the same time we feel that 
almost everyone will question the sincerity of the motive behind the 
surrender to the ambitions of Hitler. It appears to be almost wholly 
the product of fear. When one recalls the historic contempt of the 
German government for written treaties, and their "scrap of paper" 
attitude toward them, we fail to see how mui 1 faith can be placed on 
the outcome of the bargaining now in progress between the former 
allies, on the one hand, and Germany on the other. 

To agree to stand aside and give Hitler right of way in eastern 
Europe may serve the purpose of maintaining degree of peace between 
the major countries, but it foretells the end of independence for the 
Balkans and, eastern Europe generally. It would appear but natural 
for the little states which have maintained their sovereignty in the 
past by virtue of the moral support of England and France, to rush to 
pet on the ■Hitler ? oandwagon, and the rest of the world can foresee 
no good as a result of this change of policy. Aided and abetted by 
the economic advantages of new markets and new sources of raw 
materials, Hitlerized eastern Europe will continue to be a menace tc 
vorld peace, whenever and however, it suits this ambitious man to 
use the threat to his advantage. 

Peace purchased at such, a price can serve no good end as far as 
the long term outlook is concerned, and we fear that the strengthen- 
ing of Hitler will yet be the undoing of those who have accomplished 
it at the expense of their weaker friends. The odor arising from 
such bargains is unpleasant to say the least, and from this distance wo 
can see little good which can be expected to come from it, except a bid 
for time in which to prepare for a day when a reckoning must follow. 
Without friends and allies, the cost will be appalling to France and 
England, if indeed they are able to put a stop to any plan Hitler may 
have. Until further insight into their plans for the future is disclosed, 
they seem to be cooking up a mess of pottage which will be hard for 
them to digest, when the time comes.

CABINET CHANGES NOW AND LATER 

The simple announcement of the resignation of Attorney General 
Homer S. Cummings, may likely be for the purpose of resuming pri- 
vate practice, as stated by the Chief Executive, but if, as was intimat- 
ed by the President, other, and possibly many other, resignations are 
to follow, the people will look for the reason behind them. There have 
been persistent rumors that Daniel C. Roper, Harry H. Woodring, 
Claude A. Swanson, Frances Perkins and even James A. Farley, may 
leave the cabinet. , 

Such a wholesale dropping out (or dismissal) from the official 
family of the President, would be hard to explain by the simple pro- 
cess of saying it was done to renew private fortunes. It would mean, 
and could mean nothing but an Inability to carry on under the Roose- 
velt policies. Considering the accepted belief that such men as Swan- 
son and Woodring are the conservative members of the cabinet, and 
that Madam Perkins is in the other category, we must seek the ex- 
planation somewhere' else, than in the determination on the part of 
the President to swing either further to the right or left. 

The answer may be found here, but it doesn't appear from the 
list of names of prospective resignations which way the turn, if any, 
will go. In the meantime we must wait and see if any or all of them 
take place as rumor has it. Of course they may never happen. ' 



THE MAN WHO DOESN'T VOTE 



A few days ago a man who 
works with his hands put into a 
dozen words a truth political phil- 
osophers have stated less clearly 
in volumes: "The man who de- 
feats good government is the man 
who doesn't vote." 

Even where the ballots run into 
millions, one may be decisive. In 
1884 a shift of 600 Votes would 
have changed the result of .the 
presidential election. Grover 
Cleveland won because of the 
margin of 1,149 he had in New 
York. Some political observers be- 
lieve that not only the New York 
election but the whole trend of 
national .affairs and the presi- 
dental contest of 1940 may be 
determined this year by Ao larg- 
er margin. 

It is not too much to say that 
nearly all elections are decided by 
the stay-at-home vote. In 1936 
some 30,000,000 Amercians quali- 
fied to vote, did not. In New York 
there were 2,500,000 who claimed 
no voice in government. In Mas- 
sachusetts 800,000 fell down on 
their duty. These groups could 
change the result of almost any 
election. 

And It is not merely the deci- 
sion of one election that is at 
stake. Self-government itself is 
not safe when 30,000,000 Ameri- 
cans do not care what kind of gov- 
ernment they have. Truly, the 
man who defeats good govern- 
ment is the man who doesn't vote.

The revolution of Nov. 7, 1S1 1 ] 
which Soviet Russia celebrates to- 
day, is one of the most dramatic 
events of modern history. No mat- 
ter where one's sympathies lie, it 
is impossible to read without emo- 
tion the story of that red dawn 
when the bolshevik! seized power 
and Kerensky fled. 

Russian newspapers, twenty- 
one years after the event, pro- 
claimed that the Soviet republics 
have come of age. France, the 
Communists say, had a Napoleon 
twenty-one years after the Bas- 
tile was stormed, and France had 
thousands of dead on the battle- 
fields of a war of conquest. The 
Russian revolution, alone of all 
proletarian risings, has survived 
to maturity. 

Such is the boast. Is it well 
founded? Has Russia in fact come 
of age? Few will say so. Russia 
is not a Communist federation, 
is a congeries under a crude Stafe 
capitalism administered by a poli- 
tical party determined to retain 
power at any price. After fifteen 
years of unchallenged control, the 
Russian Communists have not 
dared relax their terror. Stalin is 
an Ivan the Terrible rather than 
a Peter the Great. If Western 
powers are correctly Informed, he 
dared not order partial mobiliza- 
tion at the time of the Czech crisis 
because he feared that, if the 
man-power of the nation were put 
under military control, he would 
be overthrown .Before Russia there 
seems now to lie as dark uncer- 
tainty as that through which she 
has passed. Talk of counter-revo- 
lution is ridiculous. The Roman- 
offs will not come again— hut 
chaos may.

TENANCY IN VIRGINIA 

Virginia's outlook is bright, In- 
deed, when compared to the other 
southern States. In 1935 only 39.5 
per cent of her farmers were ten- 
ants. This is no reason for the 
adoption of a complacent and self- 
satisfied attitude on her pars, 
however, when one realizes that 
two of her great farming sectior.s, 
eastern shore and the southside, 
had a tenancy rate of 90.1 per cent 
and 43.6 per cent, respectively. 

As might be expected one finds 
that these two areas are also vic- 
tims of the cash or one-crop 
evil with 90 per cent of Virginia's 
tobacco being produced in the 
counties of the southside. The 
eastern shore is an illustration of 
the fact that the production of 
truck crops provides a fertile field 
for tenancy. 

With her present favorable sit- 
uation Virginia would do well to 
give thoughtful attention to the 
amelioration of this problem, in 
the areas where its Impact is 
heaviest.

ed by Victoria's inability to give 
him understanding or spiritual 
companionship. The first, if true, 
would be a much more dubious 
distinction than Dr. Jagow im- 
agines and the last two conten- 
tions are no less subject to ques- 
tion. The letters themselves lend 
little color to any of these theses. 
What they do reveal is a princely 
figure of integrity and painstak- 
ing devotion to England's best in- 
terests, as well as to those of his 
fatherland. That his life was un- 
happy, no one will question. His 
health was always bad. and of 
more significance, the Victorians 
as a whole did not appreciate his 
fineness and treated him with 
studied brutality.

*<hich would, be the largest crop 
of record, compared with 1,291,- 
655.00 pounds last year, and the 
10-year (1927-36) average produc- 
tion of 1.039,469.000 pounds. Yield 
per acre this year is above average 
in the Southeastern area but be- 
'ow average in both the Virginia- 
Carolina and Southwestern areas. 

The cotton crop is turning out 
even worse than had been expect- 
ed, and the production is now 
forecast at only 17,000 bales, com,- 
pared with 43,000 bales last year 
and 40,000 bales, the 10-year av- 
erage production. This is the 
smallest crop since 1916, when 
16,000 bales were harvested. Un- 
favorable weather conditions dur- 
ing the early season resulted in a 
poor stand, wet weather during 
June and July prevented proper 
cultivation, and, the boy . weeyU 
has caused more damage than ever 
before. The acreage was greatly 
reduced and the yield per acre is 
one of the smallest on record. The 



of 4,282,000 bushels. Total produc- 
tion of sweet potatoes throughout 
the-Untted States 1s estimated at 
77,395,000 bushels, 3 percent larg- 
er than last year's crop of 75.393.- 
000 bushels, and 10 .percent above 
the 10-year average production. 

Pastures declined during Octo- 
ber as there was not sufficient 
rainfall for the proper growth, but 
the condition on November 1 was 
reported at 73 percent, compared 
with 88 percent last year, and 68 
percent in 1936. 

Milk production declined sea- 
sonably during October and the 
average for all cows in herds of 
cjrrespondents on November 1 of 
11.4 pounds was only slightly les3 
than the unusually large yield re- 
ported last year. The abundance 
and low price of feed has enabled 
dairymen to maintain milk pro- 
duction, although pastures were 
very poor in the principal milk 
iiioducing districts. Milk produc- 
tion throughout the United States. 
continued at a high level in Octo- 
ber, but during the month declined 
a„ about the usual rate for that 
season of the year. Total milk 
production in the United States 
on November 1 was about 6 per- 
cent higher than a year ago and 
the highest on record for that 
date. On a per capita basis, how- 
ever, it was only about the same 
as on November'/ 1. 1937, and 
somewhat less than on the same 
date in 1931 and 1933. 

Egg production showed the us- 
ual decline during October but the 
average production in flocks cf 
correspondents was 22.8 eggs per

The tubercle bacillus, germ of 
tuberculosis, is only 1-10,000 of an 
inch long, but it is far more dead- 
ly than the fantastic heat rays of 
mythical invaders from Mars, ac- 
cording to J. Vaughan Gary, pre- 
sident of the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association. 

How the whole country could b? 
terrorized by the broadcast cf a 
play describing the descent of the 
Martians in imaginary rocket 
ships, yet remain passive in the 
presence of a monster which an- 
nually destroys 70,000 American 
men, women and children, was 
puzzling Mr. Oary yesterday. 

He had before him figures Just 
released by the United States 
Census Bureau which showed that 
curing 1936, tuberculosis swerit 
t^e nation with a mortality rate of 
55.7 deaths for each 100,000 pop- 
ulation. In Virginia, he pointed 
out, the death rate was 71.6. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Oary 
declared Virginia.s showing for 
1936 was better than for 1935, 
when the tuberculosis mortality 
rate stood at 74.1. The improve- 
ment, he said, put the Old Dom- 
inion in sixth place from the top 
of States with the highest death 
rate from the white plague, ex- 
clusive of the so-called "Resort 
States" whose climate attracts an 
abnormal number of tuberculosis 
sufferers. In previous years, the 
Old Dominion ranked fourth from 
the top in high mortality. 

Actually, the census figures re- 
vealed, tuberculosis killed 71,527 
people throughout the United 
States in 1936. "The tragic part 
of this story," said Mr. Oary, "is 
that most of these deaths were 
among men and women in the 
prime of life. A total of 8,907 
women, between the ages of H 
and 29 years, died from tubercul- 
osis in 1936. The disease was 
fatal to 13,073 men between the 
ages of 35 and 49. This, I think 
Is something to get excited about, 
especially when it is known that 
tuberculosis can be cured or ar- 
rested when discovered in its early 
stages."

Swallick was so bruised and dated 
that he also had to be taken to 
the hospital.

Although iodine represents only 
About one part in three million 
parts of our body weight, it re- 
presents one of the most impor- 
tant chemical elements in our 
bodies. Inhabitants along the 
seashore and for considerable dis- 
tances inland obtain the neces- 
sary intake of iodine from sea- 



tain more Iodine than any other 
marine food with the exception of 
marine algae, which unfortunate- 
ly, does not enter Into the dietary 
of many Americans. As a matter 
of comparison, it is shown that 
oysters, clams and lobsters con- 
tain about 200 times as much 
iodine as milk, eggs, or beef- 
steak; shrimp 100 times as much; 
and crabs and most ocean fishes 
50 times as much." 

It has been estimated that it 
would take about 2,000 years for 
a person to drink enough Lake Su- 
perior water to accumulate an a- 
mount of iodine equal to that 
found in the thyroid of a normal 
adult. Yet an average serving of 
oysters would furnish 120 "ercent 
of the iodine requirement for that 
day. Not only that, but the iodine 
in oysters is fully available and 
usable.

ANSWERS 



AH types of farm equipment, 
from washing machines to har- 
rester combines and tractors, are 
being bought to Increasing vol- 
ume by the small farmers of Vir- 
ginia with the aid of the com- 
munity service loans of the Farm 
Security Administration, accord- 
ing to George 8. Mitchell, FSA 
Regional Director. 

Under the community service 
plan, 54 farmers to this state have 
borrowed $7,016 since March 31. 
These loans made to a "Master 
borrower" for the benefit of the 
community directly benefit 367 
neighboring farmers. Besides the 
farm equipment much of this 
money has gone for the purchase 
of bulb, pure bred stallions, boars 
and Jacks to an effort to raise the 
k the level of breeding stock on Vir- 
i gtoia farms. 

In addition to individual loans 
to "Master borrowers" 12 associa- 
j tion loans ranging from $2 500 to 
I ■■' $10,500 have been made to co- 
■/ operative service centers In Vir- 
■r* ginia. Through these loans 2,320 
farmers have been able to pur- 
chase terracing machines and 
equipment, hammer mills, orchard 
sprayers, woodshop and black- 
smith shop equipment, potato 
warehouses and other equipment 
which will enable them to increase 
their efficiency and supplement 
their income. 

During the last six months these 
farmers have purchased 16 mow- 
ers, 15 hay rakes, 11 pressure 
cookers, 13 grain drills, five boars, 
four bills, two. pure bred stallions, 

rsix corn planters, six cultivators, 6 
sets of harness, two disc plows, 
two orchard sprayers, two wagons, 
two turn plows, two disc harrows, 
one spike harrow, one spring- 
tooth harrow, one hay rack, one 
washing machine, one Jack, one 
harvester combine, one tractor, 
one dry duster, one sorghum mill 
and one wheat bind.

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration has introduced into the 
housing structure of the country, 
elements which make for econ- 
omic stability and which existed 
only accidentally years ago. ac- 
cording to Administrator S'.ewart 
McDonald. i. 

As custodian \of the mutual 
mortgage insurance fund, the F- 
HA must eliminate so far as pos- 
sible the risks which these funds 
may encounter, and has establish- 




Virginia's travel trade during 
the fiscal year ending July 1 total- 
ed 10,570X35 visitors to the Old 
Dominion, or almost five times Its 
populates, according to figure 
compiled by the Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce from the 
new Virginia State Highway De- 
partment census map and data. 
The estimate made by the State

IN a recent article, We mentioned 
the tact that, when the high line 
comes, a radio is second only to good 
and ample light in the electrical wants 
of the average farmer. True, a large 
percentage of the farms of this coun- 
try have had radios for many years 
—but by far the greater number have 
been battery-operated sets of one kind 
or another. It is not our intention to 
belittle such receivers in the least, for 
they have given and continue to give 
excellent service in areas remote from 
power lines. 

However, no one will deny that the 
frequent replacement of batteries is 
a decided inconvenience as well as an 
appreciable expense. Nor does the 
comparatively limited volume and 
range of the battery-operated set en- 
able one to obtain the maximum plea- 
sure and benefit from radio. 

It is surprising to find many farm- 
ers with high-line service still using 
obsolete battery sets, especially when 
a modern all-electric all-wave re- 
ceiver now can be purchased at re- 
tow cost in a very real 



omy for, in addition to providing far 
better reception, a modern set is much 
cheaper to operate — requiring from 4 
to 12, with an average of 8, kw.-hr. 
per month At a five-cent rate, this 
amounts to from 0.6 to 2.0 cents'per 
day with an average of 1.3 cents. 

A good radio on the farm is far 
more than just an instrument of 
pleasure and entertainment, impor- 
tant though these be on long winter 
evenings. In numerous ways, it is a 
distinct farm tool as welL For, 
through frequent daily weather, crop 
and market reports, the farmer is 
enabled to improve his bargaining 
power by changing his marketing 
and harvesting plans to meet shift- 
ing conditions. By listening to for- 
eign as well as domestic news broad- 
casts, it often is possible for him to 
forecast price trends long before the 
effects of national and international 
developments are actually r eflected 
in the principal marketing centers. 

There is no single gift that will 
bring gre a t er joy t comfort and profit 
to each and every member of the 
farm family than that of a modern 
all-electric all-wave radio— be it for 
Christmas, a birthday, a wedding an- 
niversary or, simply, to make every- 
one happy.

The concentrated effort by the 
State to collect delinquent State 
1 taxes under the new system set up 
' by Col. LeRoy Hodges, State Com- 
ptroller, and C. H. Morrissett. 
! State Tax Commission, is being 
watched with much interest in this 
section. 

f* 1 close up study of 4h# State 
tax collection problem as It applies 
to Princess Anne County reveals 
that $699.59 in unpaid assessments 
for 1936 on individual incomes and 
Intangible personal property have 
recently been turned over to the 
delinquent tax section for collec- 
tion. Under the law county trea- 
surers are given two years In which 
to collect these State taxes. After 
that time all delinquencies are 
turned back to the State for col- 
lection. 

, The state tax assessments for 
1936 in Princess Anne County to- 
i taled $11,501.87 and the delin- 
quent tax tickets represent 6 08 
' percent of the assessment. 

Records show that of the 1935 
i State assessments on individual 
'incomes and intangibles in Prin- 
Jeess Anne county, $635.00 or 5.64 
, per cent was returned delinquent 
cut of the $11,250.00 assessed. The 
1934 figures, at the time the tax 
: tickets were given to the- State, 
showed that of the $9,036.73 as- 
sessment, $621.08 or 6.87 per cent 
i was reported delinquent. 

Part of these older delinquencies 
have been collected. The balance 
have been turnd ovr to the delin- 
quent tax seetion^Rigures are not 
yet available on the amount of 
these older bills still outstanding, 
nor of the delinquent taxes on cor- 
poration Incomes, public service 
corporations, or registration fees 
land franchises owed by resident.* 
( of Princess Anne County. 
[ The new drive for tax collection 
has two purposes. First, it is de- 
signed to wipe out the "backlog" 
of uncollected tax bills which have 
been accumulating over a period 
! of years. More than $2,500,000 
in delinquent taxes is now due the 
I State. The second purpose of the 
j drive is to place the emphasis for 
j collection at the time the tax be- 
! comes delinquent, thereby fore- 
stalling the accumulation of a 
I large amount of uncollected items. 
Under the old system before the 
change was made, collection of 
delinquent taxes was handled by 
twenty-one agents. These agent3 
received commissions from ten to 
twenty per cent of the amount 
collected, depending upon the size 
of the collection. 

New Plan of Collection 
Under the new system Comp- 
troller Hodges has named Hugh 
j Reid of Arlington, formerly a 
' member of the General Assembly, 
' chief of the delinquent tax section 
I at a salary of $3,600 a year. He 
i has three aides at a salary of $3,- 
1 000 a yeai and expenses, and they 
; devote their full time to the work 
j A close check will be made at 
the courthouse in Princess Anne 
County of judgments against de- 
linquent taxpayers in this section. 
An effort is being made to collect 
these where the taxpayer has 
assets. 

The new system is said by Col- 
onel Hodges to be much more 
business-like and will treat ail 
cases alike rather than pursue 
those easiest to collect or offering 
the largest commissions as w&? 
sometimes the case under the old 
system. The new system Is a result 
of administrative authority rather 
than by specific legislative act. 
These State delinquent taxes are 
not to be confused with assess- 
ments on real estate and tangible 
personal property which have been 
segregated for tax purposes en- 
tirely to the localities since 1926 
and over which the State Tax De- 
partment has only general super- 
vision. 

Local tax in Princess Anne Coun- 
| ty becoming delinquent as of June 
j 30, 1937. were reported by the Au- 
iditor of Public Accounts to be 
I $84,080.04 and represented 37.3? 
per cent of the local tax due on 
j December 5. 1836, and reported 
delinquent on June 30, 1837.

NEW YORJt— -It E. Simpson, na- 
tionally known truffle expert and 
formerly consulting engineer for 
the National Bureau of Casualty 
and Surety Underwriters, warned 
motorists, and town and city offi- 
cials that their main traffic ttaor- 
oughfares are America's Fatal 
Streets', and that the fatal record 
ia due, in large part, to lack of ade- 
quate risibility for night driving. 
Most street lighting in operation to- 
day produces less than .half the 
minimum visibility for safety and 
they most be modernized if night 
traffic death la to be reduced, Mr. 
Simpson says. 

The facts about America's Fatal 
Streets were drawn from a two- 
year survey, by Mr. Simpson, of 
traffic accidents in 47 cities having 
20,900 mfle» o* streets and" involv- 
ing 7,279 automobile fatalities. The 
survey showed, though main thdr- 
ougbfares represent only 10% of 
the total street mileage, that they 
account for 41% of all fatalities 
and 50% of all night fatalities. 
Three times as many people are 
killed on them at night as in the 
daytime, and all of this despite the 
fact that only one-fourth to one- 
fifth the traffic moves after dark. 

Averaging his own estimates .and 
those of the National Safety Coun- 
cil and Illuminating Engineering 
Society, Mr. Simpson says that 
about 50% of all night accidents 
are due directly to the lack of ade- 
quate illumination. He estimates 
that these excessive and prevent-

able night fatalities on America's 
Fatal Streets cost about $2,444 per 
mHe per year. 

Jt is Mr. Simpson's prediction 
that authorities will come to reaK 
Ize the vital relation of light to 
safety and cites Detroit as the oat- 
standing example of an American 
city that has saved both life and 
dollars through modernizing rUi- 
billty. Detroit relighted 35 mile* 
of its fatal streets and, ap a result, 
cut the former ratio of 7 nighty 
deaths to 1 day death to 1.5 nl|~ 
deaths to 1 day death. 

L. J. Schrenk, General Superin- 
tendent of Detroit's Public Light 
Ing Commission said, "Had that 
ratio been maintained in 1934, 19$f 
and 1936 prior to improved light- 
ing, more than 100 lives would 
have been saved."

able of carrying two additional 
stories, tb be built at some later 
date If demand justifies the in- 
in accomodations. 
It on two lots, 100x150 feet. 
the hotel will have broad porches 
facing the ocean front, with a 
high-columned parte - cochere 
entrance in the center of the 
building. The entrance to be 
reached by a circular driveway 
through landscaped grounds. 

On the first floor of the new 
hotel, a spacious lobby will be 
bleated alone with the dining 
roam and office. Sixteen of the 
bed rooms, each with bath, like- 
wise will be found on the main 
floor. Each of the upper floors will 
have thirty-two bed rooms with 
hath; while the basement will 
contain the coffee shop, game 
rooms, servants quarters and 
locker room for bathers. 

Last winter, when this develop- 
ment met with considerable delay 
because of controversy arising over 
the issuance of a permit to build 
otel in that neighborhood, the 
promoters decided to delay con- 
struction until some time in the 
. fall of the year. When plans were 
announced to go on with the un- 
dertaking last Saturday, they 
carried out the original intention 
of the owners except as to Jhe 
time of starting. It is thought 
that construction will be com- 
pleted in ample time for an early 
opening of the Gay Manor next

Huge Sum Added 
To Sales Value 
By Hidden Taxes 

Virginia Member of Consum- 
ers of Tax Commission 
Estimates that $406,692 is 
Paid by Families in County 



Families in Princess Anne 
County pay $406,692 annually in 
taxes on their retail purchases 
alone, according to a survey by 
the National Consumers Tax 
Commission. 

Most of that amount is paid 
through hidden taxes in higher 
prices on food, clothing, fuel, 
medicine and other daily pur- 
chases, a report of the survey 
stated. 

'The survey^directed from tho 
commission's headquarters in 
Chicago, was made public through 
Mrs. L. J. Giles, of Clifton Forge, 
the Virginia member of the com- 
mission's national committee. She 
said the analysis was based on 
total retail sales in the county's 
246 stores of $2,607,000, as report- 
ed by the TJ. S. Bureau of the 
Census. 

Mrs. Giles, describing the com- 
mission as representing a nation- 
wide fight by housewives on hid- 
den and direct taxes that "pen- 
alize the consumer", declared: 

"Every day shoppers, whether 
they know it or not, carry a ma- 
jor share of the nation's $12,300,- 
000.000 tax burden. Hidden taxes, 
increasing the cost of even the 
necessities of life, furnish 63 per- 
cent of all local, state and nation- 
al revenues."

In England, the latest indication of what the man in the street 
thinks \\ Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain's "peace in our time*" 
is to be found in the election returns from the conservative strong- 
hold of Bridgewater. A constituency which elected a member of the 
Conservative party by more than ten thousand majority in the previ- 
ous election, has now defeated that same individual by more than a 
two thousand majority, and largely on the issue of Prime Minister 
Chamberlains foreign policy. We are told that of the five by-elec- 
tions held since the Munich accord, the Chamberlain Government ha* 
last three and it is considered that the policy of appeasing the dcita- 
tors has caused this loss of confidence. Several months ago this 
column predicted that Chamberlain would lose out on this issue, and 
whereas we feel that the results to date do little more than give an in- 
dication of the way things are going, we believe that ultimately, " 
land will renounce the weak surrender of their Prime Minister, a; 
so doing launch a policy* embodying a sterner attitude toward Hitler. 

Unless we miss its significance, the fact that Sir John Simon, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the Chamberlain Government, is now 
speaking out in open criticism of the latest actions of Germany, means 
that even in the toner circle of his advisors, there is a movement away 
from the policy of appeasement of Hitler at any price. It would seem 
that common respect for England's position as a leader of the world's 
democracies would dictate this change, and we feel that if for no other 
reason than a belated realization of that fact, England will soon be 
found confronting Hitler with a complete change of attitude. When 
that time arrives the Chamberlain Government will fall.

But one lesson 
can be learned without further ado, and that is that none of them can 
be trusted. Men still are heard to put forward the claim that peace 
can be had if nations would only agree to this and that, and agree not 
to fight. Yes, and the value of such an agreement would not be worth 
the paper it was written on. Here, indeed, would be a scrap of paper 
in the hands of the leaders of these three nations, each of which has 
{riven the world a striking example of its regard for treaties in the last 
few years. Shades of Ethiopia-Czechoslovakla-and China, all of them 
have fallen victim to faith in sacred, solemn treaty obligations. Con- 
ceivably, there may be honor among thieves, but it is not to be found 
among thieving nations.

Administration 
leaders and Congress can confer a 
tremendous boon on the American 
people if, in the session that .lii 
begin in January, they will sub- 
ordinate everything else to coope- 
rating to make business better. 

Economists tell us that we now 
have the best basis for stable re- 
covery that we have had since 
1926 or thereabouts. They point

CAEBONN MONOXIDE, 
UNANNOUNCED DEATH 



"Already stories of carbon mon- 
oxide tragedies are appearing in 
the daily press. Despite seasonal 
warnings and the well-publicised 
deaths of former years from this 
cause, there are those who evid- 
ently, and very unfortunately, still 
believe it is safe to run the engine 
of an automobile to a closed gar- 
age while tinkering with it or 
warming it up," states Dr. I. C 
Riggin, State Health Commission- 
er. 

"Apparently such persons fail 
to appreciate that the power of 
this killing gas lies to its unan- 
nounced presence. It does not 
smell. It cannot be seen. It has no 
taste. Like a foot-pad at night, so 
to speak, it slips up from behind 
and knocks one unconscious. And 
if one continues to breathe this 
poison gas even for a short time 
while to that condition, death 
ensues. 

"In this section of the country, 
except in extreme weather, the 
carbon monoxide hazard to not so 
general as to colder sections. 
Nevertheless, Virginia's death re- 
cords of past winters are silent 
though eloquent proof of its exis- 
tence. 

"It follows, that if one plans to 
run the automobile engine for any 
purpose Inside the garage, the 
doors should be thrown wide open 
immediately; and this, Irrespective 
of outside temperature. Obvious- 
ly, a bit of fresh, even very cold, 
air is no price at all to pay for life 
preservation. 

"However, carbon monoxide 
poison from the automobile is but 
the major possibility to this con- 
nection. One of the secondary 
causes of death from this source 
is attributable to worn out hose or 
other faulty connections on gas

Oysters 

Recent experbnente by Lanham 
and Lemon of the U. S. Bureau of 
Fisheries show that the proteins 
of fishery products are of excel- 
lent quality. "Oyster protein was 
markedly superior to the others, 
and apparently the fish contain- 
ing 10 percent, or more of fat 
yielded better proteins than those 
containing less." In general, in 
order to get variety and for rea- 
sons of economy, they advise that 
about one-third of the protein 
eaten should come from fish or 
animal sources. As most vegetable 
proteins are Inferior to the pro- 
teins of fish and shellfish, the lat 
ter may well be served as the prin 
-clpal dish of a meal consisting 
largely of fruits and vegetables, 
the fish proteins completely sup- 
plementing the vegetable proteins. 
, In the studies conducted by the 
<experts of thVU. S. Bureau of 
"Fisheries to determine the com 
parative growth promoting value 
of the proteins of the odible por 
L of the proteins of the edible por 
teins fell Into the following 
groups: 
100%— Oysters. 

90%— Boston Mackerel, Pil 
chard, Red 8napper, Shrimp, 
Spanish Mackerel. 
80%— Cod, Croaker, Haddock, 
Shad, Silver Salmon. 
63%— Beef, Casein. 
In these experiments the beef 
and casien were used as controls 
It will be noted that the less oily 
fish seem to have a somewhat 
lower, food value than the fat*:- 
fishes and that oysters have an 
exceptionally high food value in 
terms of the amount of protein 
in them. "Since both oysters and 
clams are frequently eaten in the 
raw state," says Dr. E. V. Mc 
Collum, "they occupy an unique 
position in that they are the only 
foods of animal origin which in 
the temperate region can take the 
place, in a measure, of fresh, raw, 
vegetable foods."

The Government keeps ac- 
count of the wages paid to every 
insured worker in the United 
States.

We have a right to take 
pride In every politician or busi- 
ness-man who shows courage and 
a determination to serve others 
rather than himself; and we have 
reason to hang our heads for 
•every selfish or crooked act. The 
lor of America Is our splen- 
dor, the shame of America Is our 
shame. Tours and mine! 

The poet Is saying something 
mors. He is saying that govern- 
. aunt or industry or crime or great 
achievement Is not something ab- 
stract. It Is Just people ; people like 
youtuid me. Always, in the end, 
you and me. 

That brings things home, 
doesn't it? 

\ "Fast, present, future, are you 
and me," says the poet. 

In Europe, nations are at grips 
with nations, hammering out a 
future in conflict and suffering. 
We, in America seem happily apart 
from it all. Tet, In these desperate 
times we, too, though in a lesser 
degree, are involved In the world 
struggle. Ideas know no boundarie 8 
or custom-houses. The thoughts 
that have brought revolution in 
Russlt. and Germany, in Italy and 
Spain are here in our midst. Those 
thoughts might conceivably do 
aere what they have done else- 
"where — turn people against each 
'other, overturn the government, 
overturn society. 

Freedom of Thought 
...What are we going to do about 
it, you and I? We cannot imprison 
thoughts. You or I may say, 
"Muzzle the people who express 
the thoughts." But a democracy 
doesn't do that sort of thing be- 
cause it knows that ideas whicl" 
are suppressed in one place break 
out in another with double force 
The Bill of Rights — those first ten 
Amendments to the Constitution — 
Is on guard, indeed, to see that the 
expression of opinion shall be un- 
hampered. 

No. you and I shall have to go 
at our problem In another way. 
When we have an argument with 
a pal, what do we do? Do we 
spend our breath calling him 
nani°s and telling him how wrong 
ttt is? Perhaps, we do, occasional- 
ly, but we're not very proud of 
ourselves when we come to think 
it over. Isn't this rather what we 
do?— We give him what seems to 
us the right picture, the true pic- 
ture, kncVlng that, if we can help 
him to see it, he Just naturally 
won't be interested any more In 
Uie ideas which he has been ex- 
pressing, and they will seem as 
foolish to him as they do to us. 
Char Rededfcation 

How, we can do the same thing 
In regard to the un-American 
Ideas that are blowing over the 
sea to us these days, trying to up- 
set our liberties. It is no use Just 
to denounce those ideas and call 
people names because they hold 
them. The thing to do is to help 
people realise what liberty means

National Rededication, and the 
Boy Scoots of America were 
among the starters and are going 
to continue in the front rank. 
They believe, as you and* I do. 
that the American ideas of liber- 
ty and fab* play to everyone are 
right, and that the fellows in Eur- 
ope who think that they can get 
farther with a Big Boss and a na- 
tion of yes-hoys, are dead wrong. 
But the people who are directing 
National Rededication are not 
calling names. They are Just tell- 
ing you and me what It means to 
be a free citizen of this great Re- 
public and what we shall have to 
do if we expect to keep our freed- 
om. 
YOU and I . . . You and I . . . 

This business of National Re- 
dedication, like pretty much 
everything else, bolls down to you 
and me. What are we going to do 
about it? 

In the first place, let's see what 
rededication means. It's a long 
word and if you can find me a 
shorter one that means the same 
thing, 111 present you with five 
good silver dollars. (I mean that!) 
But what does It mean? When we 
say we rededlcate ourselves to the 
principles of American liberty, we 
mean that we declare again our 
devotion to those principles, our 
faith in them, our determination 
that they shall be preserved. 

How are you and I going to re 
dedicate ourselves to the things 
that have made our country 
great? 

The way to begin, it seems to 
me, to for us to get a clear Idea 
what those principles are. What 
do we mean by liberty? The BUI 
if Rights gives us the answer: 
"reedom of worship, freedom of 
speech and of the press, free 
1om to hold meetings, the right 
to address a request to the govern- 
ment, the right to own property, 
security against high-handed of- 
ficials. Just treatment under the 
law, trial by Jury. 

Necessary Crejd 

To think about our jjrivlleges 
and our obligations is the begin- 
ning of rededication. The next 
step is to make up our minds that 
we are going to start develops 
in ourselves the qualities which 
free men simply have to possess, 
! f liberty is to be maintained. The 
next step for you and me la to 
take the Pledge of Rededication 
We might think of It as something 
like the oath of office which the 
President takes at his inaugura- 
tion. It is our pledge as Americans 
not only to give our allegiance, 
but to give ourselves. 

"believe in the principles, of the 
Declaration of Independence . . ." 
What are those principles? "We 
hold these truths to be self-evi- 
dent." You and I will do well to 
have those truths clear before our 
minds. They are the rock on which 
our country was founded. 

What are those truths? 

First, "that all men are created 
equal." Not equal In gifts,/ of 
course, or In character or for- 
tune, but as human beings under 
the law. 

Second, "that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain un- 
alienable rights." "Unalienable" is 
a long word. It means rights that 
can't be taken away from us. 

Third, "that among these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.". You and I have the 
right to live, we have the right to 
be free. We have the right to 
shape our lives as our wisest judg- 
ment suggests, so long as we obey 
the law and maintain decent rela- 
tions with our neighbors. 
People's Government 

There are other truths in the 
Declaration: why people establish 
governments; where governments 
get their "Just powers" and how it 
is right for people to change their 
government or set up a new or% 
when the government, which they 
have, forgets that its main reason 
for existence is its ability or its 
willingness to protect "life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness." 

When you and I say that we be- 
lieve in the principles of the De- 
claration of Independence we are 
saying that we believe that the 
government exists for the sake of 
the individual; not that the to- 
dividual exists for the sake of the 
government. 

And there is the big difference 
between America and the coun- 
tries over which a dictator rules.

Council, Boy Scouts of America. 

When be made this announcement 
Walter W. Read, President of the Boy 
Scouts of America, said, "Mr. Phillips 
offered the property without any re- 
striction whatsoever save that it Is 
to be used for the benefit of memb er s 
of the Scout Moveme n t As a matter 
of fact, he specifically stated, 'If this 
proposal were being made to any 
other organization, whose rating was 
Inferior to the record of service made 
by the Boy Scouts of America, I would 
be inclined to be more particular hi 
outlining the program, to be assured 
that the pr operl y would be put to 
full beneficial use as I visualize It' 
In accepting his gift the National Ex- 
scuUve Board ass la mind the estab- 
lishment of a Boy Scout reservation 
for fas development and furtherance 
of w i l d e rn es s camping." 



Before formally proposing that the 
Boy Scouts of America accept the 
ranch property Mr. and Mrs. Phillips 
and their son Elliott entertained a 
party of Scout officials at Philmont 
tanch near Cimarron, immediately 
adjacent to the new Scout Reserva- 
tion. The party included, besides 
President Head, Dr. James E Wast 
Chief Scout Executive, and Arthur A. 
Schuck, Director of the Division of 
Operations. The entire group was 
greatly Impressed by the scenic 
leauty of the area and its usefulness 
for Scout camping purposes. 

Much of the property is virgin ter- 
ritory and under the careful manage- 
ment characteristic of Boy Scout 
camping those small parts which have 
been grazed recently will quickly be 
restored to their natural conditions. 
Mr. Phillips has proposed, in accord- 
ance with general Boy Scout practice, 



that the property Immediately be 
designated ss • game preserve. 

In a statement issued to the Execu- 
tive Board Dr. West described the 
reservation m this way: The prop- 
erty is in the Rocky Mountains, all

"Each of the canyons is of the same 
general make-up, flanked on each 
side by ever-changing vistas, rock 
palisades, timber growth, and with 
smaller canyonsln endless numbers 
fingering out from the main ones. 
There are also severs! high land 
meadows or mesas, offering excellent 
additional camping arcs spots. Bear 
Canyon, Dean Canyon, and Turkey 
Canyon have an extensive amount of 
timber growth, comprised, principally 
of western pines, Douglas fir, balsam, 
quaking aspens and cottonwoods. It 
is the natural habitat of dear and 
while on the property we saw mule 
deer, wild turkeys, and dozens of 
beaver dams and many evidences of 
bear. 

"While there are few Boy Scout 
Local Councils throughout the coun- 
try which do not have camps both for 
short camping trips and for summer 
vacation camping," Dr. West con- 
tinued, "there is a need of opportuni- 
ties for Troops and Patrols with ex- 
perience, training, leadership and 
proper equipment to secure the bene- 
fits of wilderness camping, which 
1 believe will appeal to older boys 
in all parts of America. By this Is 
Implied a more rugged experience 
with 'nature in the raw' than is pos- 
sible in the customary local Boy Scout 
Council camp bat at no sacrifice of 
our essential safeguards of health and 
safety." 

A recent digest of Scout member- 
ship records revealed that more than 
100,000 Scouts In nearly 4.000 Troops

George W. Olmsted, Chairman of 
the Camping and Activities Commit- 
tee for the Boy Scouts of America, 
reports great need in the Rocky 
Mountain section for facilities for 
Troops from far away which seek 
wilderness camping The Pikes Peak 
Council of Colorado Springs, Colo., 
last summer had requests from New 
Orleans, Shreveport, Toledo, Chicago, 
five towns in Texas, four in Kansas, 
and many Individual requests for 
camping places In the Rocky Moun- 
tains. They were sble only to help 
one Troop from Kansas and this dem- 
onstrates thst there is great need for 
a place where these Troops can have 
adequate facilities for mountain 
camping under proper supervision. 

As an evidence of the magnitude of 
this problem and how the Waite Phil- 
lips property would help to solve it, 
he adds that in 1037, M0 touring per- 
mits were granted by the home office 
of the Scouts with a total mileage of 
155,354 miles, averaging 770 miles per 
tour, with 4,201 Scouts and 074 Scout- 
ers in attendance. To date. In 1938, 
3 :8 Touring Permits have been issued 
with an estimated attendance of 7,098 
Scouts and 1,118 Scoutsrs. Eighty- 
nine of the tours during 1038 traveled 
more than 1,000 miles. Thirty-six trav- 
eled more than 2,000 miles. 



/'Approximately 8,000 men leave 
active service each year for de-

Q. How long should plaster be 
allowed to dry out before paint- 
tog? 

A. Plaster walls take several 
months to dry, depending to a 
large degree upon climatic condi- 
tions. When it is necessary to 
paint plaster upon completion of a 
building, it is advisable to use cold 
water paint which is obtainable 
to various colors. All plaster walls, 
after being thoroughly dried, 
should receive a coat of sizing be- 
fore application of oil paint or 
wallpaper. 



A. Yes. Your plumbing supply 
dealer should be able to furnish 
you with pipe insulation designed 
to resist frost penetration. 



Q. How frequently does flashing 
require painting? 

A. If it is a material that needs 
painting to prevent corrosion, it 
should be inspected at least twice 
each year to be sure that the pro- 
tective coat of paint is still intact. 



Q. Do you have to change the 
locks on doors in order to change 
the knobs? 

A. Not usually. Most knobs are 
attached to stock spindles, and all 
that has to be done is to unscrew 
them and put on the new ones. 



Q Is there a frost-proof cover- 
ing for exposed pipes? 



Q. The fireplace in my living 
room smokes. I have been told 
that nothing can be done to stop 
this. Is this true? 

A. Your fireplace can be made 
to draw properly, but it may mean 
a major operation on the chim- 
ney. The flue may be the cause 
of your trouble; it may be too 
small or not located directly over 
the center of the fireplace it may 
have awkward sharp turns in i! 
or be clogged with bricks or mor- 
tar. -Other possible causes are too 
high an opening, no smoke shelf, 
an inadequate smoke chamber, or 
a damper that does not fit, or the 
chimney may not be tall enough 
to clear the highest roof ridge. It 
is suggested that you call in an 
authority on this subject and have 
him determine your trouble. 



Potato growers probably will re- 
duce their plantings for the com- 
ing year as a result of the low 
prices received during the past 
two seasons. This opinion was ex- 
pressed by Dr. J. L. Maxton of the 
agricultural economics department 
of the Virginia Extension Service 
while discussing the outlook for 
next year. 

"If a smaller production is real- 
ized and if consumer purchasing 
power improves as now seems like- 
ly, both prices and income receiv- 
ed by growers to 1939," Dr. Max- 
ton continued, "would be consid- 
erably higher than in other recent 
years." 

The annual outlook report, issu- 
ed this week by the Federal Bur- 
eau of Agricultural Economies,- 
indicates that growers probably 
will decrease their potato acreage 
by about 8 percent. The largest 
reductions are expected in the 
States where the late crops is pro- 
duced, although other areas are 
expected to show some decrease 
from 1938 plantings. 

Average yields on the acreage 
now indicated for next year would 
produce about 310 million bushels. 
Yields up to the unusually high 
average of the past two seasons 
would result in a crop of approxi- 
mately 350 million bushels. The 

1938 potato crop is now estimated 
at 373 million bushels — more than 
3 million bushels larger than the 
1927-36 average. 

"In the intermediate States," 
Dr. Maxton pointed out, "the total 
acreage planted to potatoes in 

1939 is likely to be decreased about 
5 percent." The intermediate com- 
mercial areas will show greater 
decreases than the noncommercial 
areas. Prices received for the 1938 
crop in the intermediate States 
were relatively low and probably 
have served to discourage growers 
in^these areas. 

Dr. Maxton also stated that the 
acreage planted for the 1939 har- 
vest in the southern early States 
probably will be decreased only 
slightly from that planted in 1938.

AS IS Dut natural, to most farm 
families who never have known 
,ts advantages in their own homes, the 
coming of electricity primarily means 
clean, steady, safe, ample and instant- 
ly-available light Although a modern 
radio, without batteries, really ranks 
second only to lights in the average 
farmer's electrics' desires, an auto- 
matic water system actually is second 
in importance. For running water, 
under pressure in his home and farm 
buildings contributes immeasurably 
more to nis health, comfort conve- 
nience, safety and profit • 

An electric watei system will pay 
for itself many timet over in labor 
savings alone. The average farm home 
requires from 20 to 30 tons of water 
per year for kitchen use only, to 
which must be added the large quan- 
tities needed each wash day and for 
bathing. Although the labor of pump- 
ing and carrying such a tremendous 
amount of water always is an un- 
pleasant burden, it is particularly so 
when rain, snow, ice and winter winds 
make each frequent trip to well, 
spring or cistern an unpleasant and 
often dangerous journey. 

An automatic water supply guards 
the family's health by providing 
clean, fresh water at all times. It pro- 
motes better living and pride of own- 
ership as it makes possible not only a 
modern bathroom with all of its many 
conveni enc es and comforts but also a 



kitchen sink, laundry tubs and hot 
water at the turn of a faucet. 

A pressure water system is a defi- 
nite safety precaution as it provides 
a means of saving the farm home or 
barn in event of fire. The old bucket 
brigade seldom is a success, as is 
proved by the fact that nearly three- 
quarters of all property involved in 
rural fires is completely destroyed! 

With an electric water system, am- 
ple water to irrigate small or large, 
truck gardens may be pumped from 
wells, streams, springs ox pools — a 
most valuable form of "crop insur- 
ance" when drought occurs. In fact; 
the profit on or saving of such, crops 
will pay for the electricity used many 
times over. 

Plenty of fresh water also will in- 
crease profits from livestock — animals 
will finish better, both cows and 
chickens will produce more, horses 
and mules will do more work, and; 
there is less danger of contaminated 
milk if the floors of the dairy barn 
and milk room are flushed dally. 

With all of its advantages, an auto- 
matic electric water system costs only 
a little more than a large all-wave 
radio, though plumbing fixtures and, 
supplies are additional items of ex-i 
pense. Naturally, operating costs vary 
with the quantity of water used, the; 
depth from which it is pumped and! 
the cost of power. However, on the] 
average farm all the water necessary : 
to satisfy every human and animal) 
need can be electrically supplied at; 
an operating cost of three to five cents, 1 
a o^--freqeeBtly less.

years the local Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation has been so successful in 
attaining certain objectives, that 
the maximum percentage of the 
funds obtained through the sale of 
Christmas Seals, amounting to 80 
percent of the entire amount col- 
lected, is retained in Princess 
Anne County for the carrying out 
of the extensive program of work' 
undertaken by the association. Of 
the remainder the Virginia Asso- 
ciation is granted IS percent, with 
5 percent going to the National 
Tuberculosis body. 

During the past year, many 
phases of work have been ac- 
complished for the benefit of tub- 
ercular patients and for the pre- 
vention of the disease. In three jjf 
the negro schools lunches have 
been served to the students for n 
period of months, as a preventive 
measure, and likewise milk has 
been provided in households where 
the absence of this form of nour- 
ishment would have been a con- 
tributing cause to the probabl° 
spread of the dread disease. 

Tuberculin testing of chil- 
dren; X-ray examinations to det- 
ermine whether tuberculosis has 
developed and other clinical activ- 
ities were sponsored in the crm**' 
last January by the Princess Anne 
County Association, and it is the 
hope to carry on this work again 
year. A hearty response on the 
this part of the people of the 
county will make the steps taken, 
in an effort to eradicate this men- 
ace that much easier. 

To further quota the remarks 
of the President, he said: 

"The work which tne National 
Tuberculosis Association and its 
affiliated organizations are doing 
in teaching people that tuber- 
culosis is preventable, that it is 
curable, and that great numbers 



of tuberculosis patients can be re- 
stored to health and strength, is 
of the highest value. It deserves 
the support of our citizens every- 
where. Such support in a very real 
sense becomes patriotic duty. 

"The proceeds from the sale of 
Christmas Seals will furnish the 
sinews of war with which to attack 
this menace on all fronts: through 
preventive measures, education, 
free clinics, hospitalization, and 
nursing service. Our goal must be 
nothing less than the complete 
eradication of this scourge of 
tuberculosis from our nation. 
Through the power of thcChrist- 
mas Seal everybody can help in at- 
taining that goal. In the true 
spirit of Christmas let us as a na- 
tion, give generous support to this 
campaign to protect the health of 
every man, woman and child 
within our borders."
